Why Hamlin Bankers’ 
Hair Turns Gray 


Since last Wednesday morning, the 
well-known motto of the F. & M. 
National Bank, “ Solid As A Rock,” 
has taken on new significance— lit­ 
erally. Also greater respect for the 
time-locks on 
t h e 
set-in-concrete 
safes of the bank has been estab­ 
lished. 
Saturday when we were in the 
bank, W. C. (Ted) Russell, Cashier 
and Vice President, called us to look 
in the vault and see “ what makes a 
banker’s hair turn gray.” (We could 
not resist the urge to glance at Mr. 
Russell’s head—and across at 
Mr. 
May.) There in the north vault was 
a professional lock man, called out 
from Fort Worth Thursday, who had 
been working two days to open the 
safe. 
Now, 
here 
is 
what 
happened: 
Tuesday when the bank closed, the 
currency and silver were placed in 
the two safeg and the time-locks set. 
Wednesday when the time-locks re­ 
leased, only one safe opened. The 
other remained securely locked and 
there was no indication of the lock 
releasing. In placing the money in 
the safe, the weight of the silver had 
pushed a package of currency under 
the bolt, not permitting it to drop 
when the lock released. The safe, 
set in solid, 
steel-reinforced 
con­ 
crete, is perfectly immobile, so there 
was nothing to do except call in a 
professional Yale Lock man. who for 
two days applied 
hammer, chisel, 
blow-torch and plenty of sweat to 
open a small hole in the safe to per­ 
mit a steel hook to be inserted in 
order to pull the money away from 
the lock. That accomplished, the safe 
door opened good as new. Now, the 
concrete and steel have been re­ 
placed. 
In the meantime, bank business 
was carried on as usual with the 
cash from the other safe and things 
progressed with no delay or undue 
upset, except for a FEW gray hairs.

“ Hamlin Herald : My mother su b­ 


scribed for the Herald for me, and 
I’m really enjoy ing read ing it week 
after week . 
“ I am a boy from Sy lv ester, son 
of J . P. Maberry , the y ou ngest of 10 
brothers and two sisters. Fiv e broth­ 
ers liv ing and fou r of them in serv ­ 
ice or hav e been in serv ice— Arthu r, 
Lt. (j g ) ; and Ev erett, becau se of a 
back inju ry , Uncle Sam wou ld n°t 
hav e. Albert, the nex t, is a Capt. in 
the Army . J. P. went into the Ma­ 
rines in December after Pearl Har­ 
bor, and was later giv en a med ical 
d ischarge becau se of an inju ry . Ver­ 
non spent a y ear in Hawaii as a ci­ 
v ilian Seabee and later went into the 
Marines. My two sisters’ hu sband s: 
(d ay McEly ea work s in the mines in 
Arizona and they wou ld n’t let him 
ou t to join the Nav y ; Lenora’s hu s­ 
band , Ross Dou glas is a Carpenter’s 
Mate in the Nav y .

We hav e seen some 
heav y work , bu t as to the war y ou 
hav e heard enou gh of that.” (Here 
this boy tells abou t being near a 
Crick et Field , and d escribes how it is 
play ed and how they applau d , etc.) 
And he ad d s, ‘‘So y ou see there is 
not mu ch ex citement ov er here. I 
wou ld giv e $10.00 to see a football 
game, 
bu t

nex t season,

hop e ... We work 12 or more hou rs 
per d ay , try ing to back the men on 
the line. We feel lik e we are d oing 
good . The other d ay I talk ed to a boy 
who wras wou nd ed abou t six hou rs 
before he came here. He said the 
boy s on the line d on’t fear the Ger­ 
mans now, becau se by the time they 
get hit, the Med ics will hav e them 
tak en care of and in a few hou rs 
the big C-47 will be fly ing them into 
a General Hospital, so they d on’t 
sweat all d ay ou t there on the fiield , 
waiting for comfort. That is part of 
what I 
am d oing in this war— a 
smile for those who hav e been look ­ 
ing into the nose of a German 8 8 
and nev er stop. They are d oing a 
good job of it ov er there. . .the job 
they want to end soon so we can 
be back home with ou r wiv es, sweet­ 
hearts and mothers and d ad s. As for 
my self, I finished high school in time 
to be d rafted . I finished on May 28 ,
